perors. 
This is an Inſtance indeed of the Frailty of | 


thoſe Chriſtians, who, cou'd. prefer Worldly Ad- 
vantages to the Goſpel of Chriſt; but not finding 
. thoſe Temporal Benefits. among the Promiſes of our 
Saviour, or 2 Religion, I cannot ſuppoſe a De- 
nial of them any Perſecution. Nor can I think 
it can be in any. other Senſe termd a Perſe- 
cuion, than in q that the Chriſtian Religion was 
then the National Church, aud was oppreſs d by 
the Heathen, during its ſhort Ulurpation over it. 
Nor do 1 think it can juſtly be call'd a Perſe- 
cution, as long as they had a Liberty of Exerci- 
ſing their Religion. Tho Julian, notwithſtanding 
his pretended Moderation in ſome of his Letters, 
in others diſcover d his Rancouty: Let a- 
| gainſt Athanaſons. 

I think 1 have given the Reader the moſt con- 
| ſiderable Marks of the High-Fliers of all Sides, 
who under plauſible Pretexts have inſinuated them- 
ſelves into the good Opinion of the Honeſt Patri- 
ot or Churchmen; as if truly -Zealous- for our 
Country or Church, when _ are rſs on I 
deſtructive of both.

That ſhe declare againſt that Ab6winable arid 


Heretical Doctrine of Paſſtbe-Obedrence and 
Non⸗ reſiſtance, to Princes: diſtinct from the other 


Conſtitutive Part of our Government, nay, e en to 
the Suppreſſion of the Laws. This is a Doctrine 


that has loſt her more Members than all others, 
ſo truly unpopular, and ſo viſibly unjuſt, that it

Were this Doctrine, I fay, ſolemnly. renounc d, 

as the Mercenary Speculation of ſome flattering 


Divines, aud as pone of her Fundamental Precepts, 


or even Advice, I am of Opinion that it wou dd 
reclaim mare Deſerters from the Diſſenters, than all 0 
their Pecuniary Mulds, and Sanguinary. Laws, that 
render the Papal Inquiſitions ſo formidable. 
On the other Hand, the Diſerters are ad vis d o 
ſhow that Moderation, they preſcribe, by contentig 

_ themſelves with their Liberty of Conſcience, Freedom | 
of Corporations, and of being choſen Members of 
Parliament, &. without ' deſiring to come into-the- 
Adminiſtration, . leſt they convince the World that 
they aim at Power, not Religion; for no Man

Duties of Chriſtianity, of which Charity, the Love of 
one another, is the chief. But what I mean by Mo⸗ 


deration, is that we admit no Heat againſt our 
Neighbour for differing with us in Opinion, or Prin- 
ciple of Religion, for there can be no Heat of that 
Nature without Paſſzor, and all that is Paſſionate is 
Irrational, as well as Unchriſtian, which is unworthy 
a Man and a Believer in the Geſpel, for both theſe 
ought to have their Paſſions at command on thoſe Oc- 
cakons ; for it is impoſſible to decide juſtly of. Argu- 
ments with Paſſion, that is, without Moderation. . 

If we had an Infallibility in the Truth of our 
own Opinion in the controverted Points, we ougit 
not to be violent againſt our Neighbour for not believ- 
ing as we do, becauſe it is no Means of Conviction 


of a Free ational Creature; it is impoſſible to force 
the Mind by Violence, it evades all the Efforts againſt 
its Freedom; force may make Hy pocrites, but never 


Couverts. The Effect of Violence in any Man, is the 
ſtopping the Ears, and hardning the Heart againſt any 
Opinion, that is ſo promoted, for Men are apt to think. 
there cannot be much Reaſon where there is ſo much 
Paſſion, and the Prejudice, that ariſes from ſuch a Con- 


duct is ſo ſtrong, that it makes abundance averſe e en to 


Truth fo conttadictorily convey d; for a Paſſion in us 
raiſes a Paſſion in our Opponent, and betwixt Two- 


ſueh violent Paſſions how is it poſſible but that Fruth 


muſt be loſt? Perſecution, one Effect of this Violence,
